The secretary stated that an 
acknowledgement of the order tor 
the Fire Killer Engine had been re- 
weived, but as yet no advice of ship- 
ment ivad been given, He was in- 
structed to communicate with the 
company and ascertain when ship- 
ment may be expected, also if a man 
would be available to instruct in its 
operation. 

Tie waterworks committee brought 


in a report and recommended that as. 


four inch pipe for water mains could 
be purchased at a lower rate than 
three inch pipe that tic larger pipe 
be ordered. A motion carried author- 
izing the water works committee to 
order the pipe and necessary fittings 
they needed for the new water mains, 
‘They ‘were also authorized to arranga 
for the installation of the mains. 

The police reported tiiiat the sign 
at the entrance to the highway on 
Crowfoot Street had been set up, also 
the sign for the irrigation lake would 
socn be set in place. 

The matter of the construction of 
a new side walk along the east side 
of 7th Avenue to replace the plank 
walk removed some years years was 
thie next matter brought up.

COMPENSATION FOR 
BARLEY PRODUCERS 
URGED ON OTTAWA. 


Line elevator companies hiave for- 
warded a wire to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment urging that barley growers 
be compensated for financial losses 
which they will suffer through the 
embargo placed on barley exports by 
the feeds administrator. Following 
is tiie text of the telegram: 

“J, D, Davidson, Feeds Admints- 
trator, Ottawa, Qnt,: ‘With refer- 
enve to your order of August 23rd 
placing an embargo on exports o2 
barley for the current crop season. 
We presume you realize this order 
will result in a direct financial loss to 
growers of barley on account of the 
premium, now amounting to approxi- 
mately forty cents per bushel which 
the U.S, market shows over Can- 
adian ceiling prices; also the farmer 
will lose the malting premium on 4 
large quantity of malting barley now 
produced in Western Canada for ex- 
port, Naturally we will do all within 
our power to co-operate with you in 
distribution of barley stocks but we 
must at the same tmie point out Lhe 
discrimination against our weatern 
farmers, Under your order how does 
the government propose to compens: 
ate the producer of malting barley 
who is forced to accept feed barley 
prives for his grain and what pro: 
vision ‘will be made for barley grow- 
ers in general to compensate them

Controls Save Money 

An indication of the dynamic nature 
of unfolding events has been the re- 
scinding of a number of wartime 
orders, particularly those respecting 
the supply of certain commodities, 
Nevertheless the government re 
mains firm in its plans to convert 
industry as rapidly as possible and 
with as little temporary unemploy- 
nicnt as possible, while at the same 
time retaining those controls ‘which 
have prevented inflation during tho 
war so as to prevent inflation during 
the peace. 

Not enough publicity has been 
given to the success of the government 
in this field, a success which has 
been of profound practical benefit to 
every Canadian, 

If prices during this war had risen 
only as rapidly as they did iq the 
last wan, prices in Canada today 
would be at least 40 percent higher 
than they are now. That is an ar- 
resting fact, Moreover, the efficiency 
of the price control system has en- 
abled the government to fight this 
war at a tremendous saving to the 
people of Canada. If prices had been 
40 perceygt higher, during the past. 
year alone the government. which 
spent well over $5,000,000,000 on the 
war, would have spent at least $6, 
000,000,000. In other words, with- 
out price control the government 
would have had to find a billion dol: 
lars more revenue through taxes, 

The very practical war (henefits to 
Canada of the price contro] system 
is certain evidence that this system 
will be retained until its work has 
been done. 

The 1945 Budget 

The antivipation is that the Budget 
Speech) will be delivered early in the 
parliamentary session opening Sepe 
tember 6. The government has als 
ready taken many steps in the di- 
rection of lower trade barriers, A 
year ago the special 10 percent ex. 
cise tax and the duty was removed 
from farm implements and cream sep- 
arators. Later the excise tax on im- 
ported coal was lifted. And this 
spring the tax was lifted from pro- 
ducers’ machinery and equipment, ang 
fiom building materials, 


Although demobilization and the 
re-establishment of the members ot 
our Armed Forces is an expensive 
business, the government is neverthe- 
less expected to fulfil its promise of 
lower taxes on the smaller incomes. 
It is possible that the “normal tax” 
may be removed from the smaller in- 
come brackets, leaving untouched the 
graduated tax, 

Since the cancellation of war con- 
tracts will have the effect of cutting 
off excess profits from many large 
industries, there is a possibility that 
the War Excess Profits may be abol- 
ished, 

There is a feeling current that this 
tax, which is now at the rate of 100 
percent and only partly refundable, 
discourages the expansion of business, 
Accordingly, thie reduction or aboli- 
tion of the tax should help to pro- 
vide more jabs by enabling business 
to invest its surplus earnings in 
larger plants or in modernidtion of 
existing plants,

From 
now on it will be known as the Royal 
Canadian Armored Corps.

formerly occupied by the Germans, stores of supplies were looted or de- 
stroyed, and it has been impossible to bring swift and abundant relief to 
those people who lived directly under the shadow of war for more than 
five years. Unfortunately, so complex is the problem of rehabilitation and 
reconstruction in Europe, that although every effort is being made, com- 
plete readjustment cannot be made in a period of weeks, or even of months, 
In the countries which were held by the Germans, great quantities of food, 
clothing and other necessities were stolen, and the people have been de- 
prived of the means of renewing them, since many farms and factories 
were destroyed by the Nazis in their long retreat, or demolished by bombs 
or artillery fire.

Food, fuel and clothing are probably the most 
Fuel, Food And essential articles nipiea for ieeans comfort, 
and all of these have been, and are now, scarce 
Clothes Needed in most parts pf Europe. The people of the 
United Kingdom have also suffered from a shortage of all these things, and 
when we compare conditions abroad with those which have existed in 
Canada during the war, we realize that the people here have been extremely 
fortunate. Recently a comparison was made between the per capita con- 
sumption of food in wartime and in the pre-war years. These figures 
showed that in Canada, 107 more pounds of food per person are now con- 
sumed annually, than was the case before 1939. In contrast, there has 
been a drop of 11 pounds per person in the United Kingdom; 147 pounds 


per person in France, and 244 pounds for each person in the Netherlands.

Self-Sacrifice 
Britain Taking Less From Overseas 


Sources Than When War Was On 


Back in September of last year it 
was estimated that UNRRA would 
have to care for 100,000,000 Euro- 
peans this coming Winter. That was 
before Russia made its request for 
help. 

The 47,000,000 people of the United 
Kingdom are not included, of course, 
which is a source of bewilderment 
to many a Canadian who feels that 
the people of Britain ought, after six 
years of privation, to have some re- 
ward for serving as the bulwark of 
freedom. 

The British, in fact, are taking 
less today than they did on the aver- 
age while the European war was 
raging. The little islands can not ship 
foodstuffs to Europe, since they must 
import much of their own food; 
therefore they take less from over- 
seas sources so that more may he 
sent to the shattered continent. There 
is an object lesson here in self-sac- 
rifice—Vancouver Sun. 


NEW MUSTANG SPEEDY 
The new P-51H, Mustang, is the 
world’s fastest propeller-driven air- 
plane, It will travel well over 460 
m.p.h, It is good for high altitudes 
frying and has a long flying range.

Sir John Lubbock, made a 
Classic experiments and proved that 
a flying insect has a mechanism of 
flight unlike that of a bird.
